PIRACY ON THE WEST RIVER. 


(From Our Oun Correspondent.) 
Woonow, October 4, 1899. 


Another bold and successful pitacy wa 
perpelrated yesterday near Sanshui, ful 
particulars of which, however, are not yot 
known here, From infurrggtion recoived 
from Captain Thomas of the 6.8. Wrchow, 
it appears that the Lee Yuen’s passenger, 
bost was pirated just outside Sumshui, and 
Captain Thomas, boing: informed of tho 
fact, gave information to the torpedo bont, 
The torpedo boat's machinery being tem- 
porarily out of, order, slie was unable to 
give immediate chase. Captain Thomas 
last saw tho Lee Yuen towing a Chineso 
gunboat in pursuit. Dotails of the method 
of ‘atttck, and of the amount of “booty 
secured nro not yet to hand. 


You:nre probably aware that om tho 27th 
September ten pirates went on board tha 
Wing Fat at Canton, and, at dusk, seized 
the laurich just after loaving Kwang. Li. 
She was then taken vulside the islands, op- 
posite Samshui and Kumehuk, down the 
river towards Kongmoon, The pirates 
obtained $2,000 ns plunder. 

One noteworthy feature of these piracies, 
is the exact information the pirates soem to 
possess of the state of things-on our ships. 
Was it a coinctdanee that the Lee Yuen was 
pirated at the time when the torpedo host 
wag unable to given chase, or have tho 
pirates spica watebing the torpedo boat 


Ato tho pirates emboldened to” attack 
steamers in the boliof that it is pleasing to 
their rulers? We call to mind thé opposi- 
tion exporionced by various Powers already, 
viz,, Jupan, in-entering upon, possession of 
Formosa ; France, in Tonkir and Kwong. 
chauwan; Geriusny, in Shaptug; and 
Britain, in Kowloon. In.most, if not all, 
of these enses, the Chinese officials were 
supposed to have supported tho opposition 
againat the foreigner, Is the piracy on the 
West Rivor a kindred opposition to tho 
foreignor similarly inspired? If so, the 
pirates ,probably excced their commission 
when thoy attack native junks; and, when 
punished, it may be muinly on that ac- 
count. 

Wilen Wa Wing Tei, Licutenant-Colonel 
of the Sun’ Ui regiment, received ordors to 
arrest pirstes concerned in the, recont at- 
tecks on steamers, he captured eight men 
in a Kongmoun theatre, some of whom 
confeesed that they had taken part in ‘the 
attack upon the Hung Wing launch and 


afterwards proceeded in her to attack the | 


Macao'stesmer Pai Ping; othors assisted in 
the piracies of the Wo On and Lee Hang, 
and others in the attacks upon the Chincso 
junks Wun Kez and Toong On, Of the 
eight prisonors, four wero natives of 
Sanui, three Heungshan, and one of Hok- 
shan. Three wore all young men, their

It is well that the Sandpiper’ has ‘been
